Bayard Whiting Lyon, AB *42 


Bayard W. Lyon *42, or “By” as he is known to family and friends, will be 
awarded the Alumni Association's Alumni Medal in recognition of his out- 
standing and sustained service to Oberlin College. He has channeled his respect, 
loyalty, and affection for Oberlin into volunteer efforts that have significantly 
strengthened Oberlin's present and helped secure its future. 

A math major who enjoyed the rich spectrum of Oberlin's academic, social, 
and artistic environment, Lyon joined the Navy shortly after graduation, serving 
during World War II as an engineering and diving officer on submarine duty in 
the South Pacific. After the war, he held several senior management positions at 
the International Harvester Company. He later moved into academia, becoming 
a professor of economics and business at North Central College in Naperville, 
Illinois, where he was the recipient of the Sears Award for Teaching Excellence 
and Campus Leadership. 


Lyon has been one of Oberlin's most faithful volunteers. In his native 
Chicago, he represented Oberlin at college fairs and high school events and 
interviewed prospective students. He has been an active member of the Alumni 
Association's Alumni Council, serving as class president, class agent, commit- 
tee member, and chair of the Reunion Gift Committee. As president of the John 
Frederick Oberlin Society, he increased membership of the key donor group by 
66 percent. Lyon's appeals to alumni reflected his sense of optimism and devo- 
tion to his alma mater, and he emphasized that student life at Oberlin must 
remain characterized by vitality and diversity. His classmates donated record 
gift amounts for their 50th and 55th reunions. 

Lyon's enthusiasm for Oberlin has been sustained by personal connections. 
His father, two uncles, a brother, a sister, two cousins, two daughters, and his 
late wife, Wynne, all graduated from Oberlin. Lyon has honored his family's 
legacy by endowing the Lyon Family Scholarship.

Ruby Nell Jones, friend and advocate of Oberlin's youth, civic and spiritual leader, selfless and tireless volunteer 
The candidate will be presented by Albert G. Miller, Associate Professor of Religion 


Community leader and civil rights activist Ruby Nell Jones was closely 
associated with the Oberlin schools for 27 years. 

After graduating from Oberlin High School and marrying Jeffrey Jones in 
1948, she became an assistant teacher at the Oberlin Early Childhood Center. 
Her work in the schools was interrupted by the birth and rearing of six children, 
work as an insurance agent, and as an employee at American Greetings. 

She returned to education in 1966—first in a position with the Title One 
Reading Program SCOPE and then as a teacher's aide and monitor at Prospect 
and Eastwood elementary schools and Langston Middle School. Among her 
responsibilities were supervising recess and detention halls, assisting with read- 
ing groups, and arranging reading programs in neighborhood homes. 

Jones has been an active member of Christ Temple Apostolic Church for 38 
years. Her love of learning led her to serve as one of the first members of the 
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church's nursing corps, Daughters of Yahweh, acquiring skills in administering 
CPR, taking vital signs, and caring for members in distress. 

In 1993, Jones retired from the Oberlin school system and took on new chal- 
lenges. A licensed realtor, she is a referral agent for Coldwell Banker-Hunter 
Realty. She volunteers in the Listening Post, a program that sends trained adult 
Oberlin listeners into the schools, serves on the Oberlin Race Relations 
Committee, and is a monitor at the Oberlin Public Library. Children remain her 
first priority, however. Her work with hundreds of students made her realize that 
all possessed a "magnificent potential" that often went unrecognized because 
too many were considered "average." 

That awareness led her in 1995 to establish the Oberlin Community Youth 
Scholarship Fund. For Ruby Nell Jones, there is no average student—all are 
exceptional in some way.

BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


SYLVIA OLDEN LEE 


Celebrated accompanist and vocal coach Sylvia Olden Lee '38 is renowned 
as the teacher and inspiration for countless singers, including Kathleen Battle 
and Jessye Norman. In a career spanning six decades, she has worked with such 
noted artists as Paul Robeson, Carol Brice, William Duncan Allen, Boris 
Goldovsky, Max Rudolph, Sara Caldwell, and James Levine. 

The granddaughter of slaves, Olden Lee grew up in Washington, D.C. She 
began her life as an accompanist at the age of eight, playing Schubert lieder for 
her father, a minister and member of the Fisk Quartet, and French songs for her 
mother, a successful concert artist. She presented her first public piano recital at 
age 11, and during her teens she performed at F.D.R.'s first inauguration. 

Early in her career, Olden Lee was employed by the WPA as a touring 
accompanist. She also coached singers for the New York City Center Opera, the 
Metropolitan Opera, and the Tanglewood Music Festival. 


ANTHONY LEWIS 

A two-time winner of the Pulitzer Prize for National Reporting, Anthony 
Lewis was a columnist for The New York Times for 32 years. He joined the 
Times shortly after his graduation from Harvard University in 1948, where he 
has spent most of his professional career. From 1952 to 1955, he worked for the 
Washington Daily News, where he won his first Pulitzer in 1955 for a series of 
articles on the federal government's loyalty program. His articles helped exon- 
erate a Navy employee of unjust charges and led to the employee's reinstatement. 

That same year he joined the Washington bureau of the Times, where he 
covered the Supreme Court, the Justice Department, and the federal govern- 
ment's responses to the civil rights movement. In 1956 and 1957, he was a 
Nieman Fellow at Harvard, studying law. He won his second Pulitzer in 1963 
for his coverage of the Supreme Court. From 1965 to 1972, he was chief of the 
Times' London bureau, and in 1969, he began his column on both national and 


EDWARD HANKINS TARR 

Virtuoso trumpet soloist Edward H. Tarr ‘57 has been among the interna- 
tional trumpet elite for more than 20 years. He founded the Edward Tarr Brass 
Ensemble in 1969, and he has been a member of Das Duo (along with organist- 
pianist Irmtraud Krueger) since 1980 and of the quintet Concert Brass since 1992. 

Writing in the Newsletter of the Historic Brass Society, Peter Ecklund sum- 
marized Tarr's unparalleled reputation. “There are probably some now who can 
play Tarr's game higher, faster, and louder, but there are precious few who can 
bring what he brings to a performance — a felicitous blend of knowledge, intel- 
ligence, and emotion that makes for really wonderful music," he said. 

Tarr is also a pioneer in the reintroduction of historical brass instruments and 
a prolific musicologist. He has made over 100 recordings on Baroque trumpet, 
Romantic trumpet in low F, and cornetto. His book, Die Trompete (available in 
the third German edition: Mainz, Schott, 1994), is the standard work in its field. 


ROMILA THAPAR 


A highly regarded contemporary historian and an activist of international 
renown, Romila Thapar is emeritus professor of ancient Indian history at 
Jawaharlal Nehru University in New Delhi. 

Thapar has written many seminal works on the history of ancient India. In 
her published works, she has pioneered both the study of early Indian texts as 
history and the integration of the critical use of archaeology with written 
sources. Her new book, Early India: From the Origins to AD 1300 (2003) is a 
complete updating of her classic work, A History of India (the first volume in 
the Penguin History of India series), 35 years after it was first published. Other 
recent works include History and Beyond (1999); Cultural Pasts: Essays in 
Early Indian History (2001); and Sakuntala: Texts, Readings, Histories (2002). 

Like many in the Indian intelligentsia, Thapar has opposed the systematic 
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In 1952, she was a Fulbright scholar at Rome's Santa Cecilia Academy. Two 
years later, she was hired as a pianist and voice coach for the Metropolitan 
Opera, becoming the first African American professional on the Met staff. 

In 1970 Olden Lee became the first African American on the opera and 
lieder faculty at the Curtis Institute of Music, where she taught until 1993, In 
1996, she joined the music faculty at Howard University, where she served unti] 
May 2001. She has given numerous master classes and concerts throughout the 
U.S. and Europe. In addition, she was musical consultant and artistic director for 
the 1990 television special Spirituals in Concert, starring Kathleen Battle and 
Jessye Norman. She also was artistic consultant for Battle's Baroque Duet con- 
cert with Wynton Marsalis, televised on PBS. 


international affairs. Since 1973, he has been based in Boston, but he travels fre- 
quently in this country and abroad. 

Although he is not a lawyer, Lewis was a lecturer on law for 15 years at the 
Harvard Law School, where he taught a course on constitutional law and the 
press. Since 1983, he has held the James Madison Visiting Professorship at 
Columbia University. Lewis is a Fellow of the American Academy of Arts and 
Sciences. 

Lewis has written three books: Gideon s Trumpet (1964), about a landmark 
Supreme Court case giving impoverished criminal defendants the right to an 
attorney; Portrait of a Decade (1964), about changes in American race relations; 
and Make No Law: The Sullivan Case and the First Amendment (1991), about 
The New York Times vs. Sullivan case, the landmark Supreme Court decision 
that changed the course of First Amendment litigation in America. 


He has written more than 70 articles for The New Grove Dictionary of Music 
and Musicians, first and second editions (London, 1980 and 2001). In addition, 
he has produced scholarly editions of the most important trumpet concerti, and 
he has edited numerous works, including Monteverdi's Orfeo and the complete 
trumpet works of Torelli. 

The director of the Bad Sáckingen Trompeten Museum since its inception in 
1985, Tarr is an adviser to several musical instrument manufacturers, including 
Rainer Egger in Basel and Yamaha. 

Tarr earned the BA degree from Oberlin in 1957 and the PhD degree from 
the University of Hamburg in 1986. From 1972 to 2001, he taught at the Basel 
Music Academy (Musikhochschule and Schola Cantorum Basiliensis), and he 
now teaches at the Karlsruhe Conservatory. 


onslaught on the secular foundations of the Indian educational system by ruling 
parties led by the Hindutva forces.

Thapar has held many distinguished visiting posts in Europe, the United 
States, and Japan. She is an Honorary Fellow at Lady Margaret Hall, Oxford, 
and at the School of Oriental and African Studies at the University of London. 
She has received honorary doctorates from such institutions as the University of 
Chicago, the Institut National des Langues et Civilisations Orientale, Paris, the 
University of Calcutta, and Oxford University. She was recently appointed the 
first holder of the Kluge Chair in Countries and Cultures of the South at the 
Library of Congress.

RICHARD H. ANDERSON, ASSOCIATE PROFESSOR OF VOICE 


Richard H. Anderson, Associate Professor of Voice, retires after twenty- 
eight years at Oberlin College. A sensitive and intelligent performer, a knowl- 
edgeable teacher of singing, and a supportive colleague, Professor Anderson 
brought to his private voice lessons and his classes in French art song and 
French diction a contagious enthusiasm, a gentle, steady manner, and a quiet 
sense of humor. As the regional coordinator for the Leontyne Price Vocal 
Competition from 1983-1991, he ably represented the Conservatory in the wider 
musical world. His service to the Conservatory also included several years as

Sandra J. Hougland, Assistant Director of Residential Life and Dining 
Services, has worked for Oberlin College for thirty-two years, more than half 
that time in the Office of Residential Life. To the myriad and varied challenges 
of her work, she brought exceptional organizational, administrative, problem 
solving and supervisory skills. Time and again she proved her ability to resolve 
difficult and complex problems, and confirmed her reputation as someone who 
could be relied upon to do whatever was required to complete a task.

CHRISTIAN KOCH, PROFESSOR OF COMPUTER SCIENCE 


Christian Koch, Professor of Computer Science, has taught at Oberlin for 
thirty-three years. Originally appointed to the Department of Communications 
Studies, he taught courses in analytical psychology, the application of literary 
theory and psychology to film studies, the psychology and philosophy of com- 
munication processes, and European phenomenology. He joined the Computer 
Science Program in 1988, and is credited with developing the program's non- 
major curriculum in Third Stream Computing for students who wanted practical 
computer skills in web site development and information management but did 
not need pre-professional computer science training. Professor Koch is the 


RICHARD A. LEVIN, PROFESSOR OF BIOLOGY 


Richard A. Levin, Professor of Biology, retires after thirty-five years at 
Oberlin. Known especially for his colloquium on Sexually Transmitted Diseases, 
which he taught for twenty years, Professor Levin was widely admired and well- 
loved by students, and an expert at handling sensitive and difficult issues and 
encouraging frank discussion. As an advisor, Professor Levin was much sought 
after for his accessibility, his reputation as a good listener, and his deep concern 
for students and respect for their growth as independent thinkers. He was par- 
ticularly committed to teaching courses to a more general audience, and was 
very effective in reaching students not ordinarily attracted to college science 
classes. His research also reflected his interest in the medical and human bio- 
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Hougland clearly enjoyed her contacts with students, and they, in turn, found her 
approachable and responsive. Inevitably, there were decisions she had to make 
that were not popular with some students, but she was respected for dealing fair- 
ly with everyone, and for implementing policy with an even hand. From the 
point of view of her co-workers, her wealth of information about the history of 
Oberlin has been invaluable.

logical aspects of major sexually transmitted diseases, as well as topics not 
specifically scientific, such as the effects of STDs on American society, the pres- 
ence or absence of governmental involvement, and the medical community's 
hype. Professor Levin volunteered much time and energy to the sharing of his 
expertise on STDs with local clergy, teachers, parents, and Oberlin youth. In the 
wake of the events of September 11, 2001, Professor Levin's courses in human 
biology included discussions of potential weapons of biological warfare and 
societal issues evolving from them, subjects he will continue to research in 
retirement. 


| HASKELL L. THOMSON, PROFESSOR OF ORGAN 
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Haskell L. Thomson, Professor of Organ, has been a member of the Oberlin 
Conservatory faculty for forty-one years. As teacher and performer, he inspired 
others and promoted the cause of organ music and pedagogy. During his tenure 
at Oberlin, the organ department grew in size and reputation, and many of his 
students brought honor to the Conservatory by winning or placing in national 
and international competitions. He has performed in some of the world's most 
magnificent churches and cathedrals, on organs of great musical and historic 
value. Professor Thomson served as director of the organ department and of the 
Division of Keyboard Studies for a total of more than a dozen years, and has 


adjudicated both regional and national organ competitions. In the final years of 
his Oberlin career, Professor Thomson saw fulfillment of a long awaited dream 
for the Conservatory, the addition of a new symphonic organ to Oberlin's col- 
lection of distinguished pipe organs. The events surrounding the installation and 
inauguration of the magnificent Kay Africa Memorial Organ in Finney Chapel 
were both exciting and heartwarming. Not only did Professor Thomson play two 
concerts at the dedication of this beautiful instrument, but the gathering of 
alumni and friends for this gala occasion provided opportunity for celebrating 
his teaching and mentoring for the past four decades. 


KAY THOMSON RETIRES AS DIRECTOR OF DEVELOPMENT AND ALUMNI AFFAIRS 


Kay Thomson retires as Director of Development and Alumni Affairs, hav- 
ing served that Division since 1995. She came to Oberlin as a faculty spouse, 
with a catalog of British witticisms, and a deep appreciation of music. During 
her tenure, Ms. Thomson traveled extensively for the College with President 
Dye, in this country and abroad.

David P. Young, the Donald R. Longman Professor of English, has taught at 
Oberlin for forty-two years, a key player in both the English Department and the 
Creative Writing Program. Professor Young was noted for his wide range of 
knowledge, his grasp of many disciplines, his skill as a facilitator of class dis- 
cussions, his talent for explicating difficult material, and his ability to challenge 
and serve the multiple interests of students in his courses, from creative writers, 
to literature students, from environmental studies majors to poets. Valued as an 
intelligent, patient, approachable, and learned master-teacher, his classes were 
always in huge demand, and, semester after semester, he taught the largest num- 
bers and range of students of any of his colleagues. He nevertheless found time
